‘After a splendid Ball and Supper given 
by tbe Radeen Adee Fattee al Sourabaya, 
vn the evening of the 19th ult. (on account 
of a Soonantee,} a party of Oltlicers, toge- 
ther with myself (having obtained leave 
from the commanding Otficer,) left town 
next day for Passerwaug in our Own Vve« 
hicies, andl proceeded on our travels that 
Jength, where we stoped far the night, hav- 
ing prepared for our comforts in every way 
that could be supposed needful, as to 
“Wine, Beer, &c. and other essentials för 
t kungry stomach. From the recome 
meùlation of Colonel Adams, we hoped 
Ehat the Resident, Mr. Delvert, would have 


paid us some little attentión, éfotwith-” 


standing his before-known inhospitality to 
strangers,) but fortunately we were pre- 
red for the result which was neither at- 
Ention totherecominendation, or the smalle 
est civility towards us in regard to any 
onë project we might have in view, for 
which he has our best acknowledgments. 
Héwever, early next morning we proceed- 
-&d by the assistance of the Foomongoug, 
(who really deserves our best, thanks for 
-hie kindncss,) to a distance of about 4 
“aarites in carriages, where Ponies were in 
-geudiness for us to mount, to enable us to 
s&soend the Lingre Mountain, a winding 
path of about 18 miles, before we could 
teach our intended rendezvous for that 
“nigbt, Half way up we were refreshed with 


-tea, coffee and sweetmeats; on ascending 


from this a considerable distance. farther, 
=twe descried to our great joy tresh Ponies, 
-sent.fram the top of the hill (Tingre,) and 
-accustomed tothose steep slippery roads, 
which having taken possession of, we 
made the best of out way to the much 
wished for place of rest. Atlast,after a fa- 
tiguing march of six hours and à half from 
Passerwang, we all arrived safe and sound 


‚at tje village of Tingre, about which is 


cultivated nearly all the vegetahles. con= 


Ï is part of the Island, such as- 
sue oe Ì „on to look into the cratcr we could see 


potatoes, cabbages, onions, sallad, &c. 


&c. &c. in some places we saw hedges of Á 
8 ‚ 5 “down, but daring must the man have been 


cabbage trees. 'Khe cold being rather too 
severe for our weak constitutions, we a- 
dopted the sure mode of keeping alive the 
“aaintal functions by à liberal dos. of muil. 
ed Port, which proved a very grateful be- 


verage—Madeira and Beer being too coll. 


“for the stomach; the Thermometer, dur. 
ing the day being 64, and at night and 
rmotning 53, so that blankets were abso- 
Intel necessary. Early next morning,the 
2Ist, we mounted fresh Ponies, and with 
hearts elated at the idea of what we were 
to behold; walked onr little fellows quietly 
over ridges of mountains, where one false 
step night have hurted us never to rise a- 

ain; seeing 2 we went along the effects of 
the Volcano on the all the trees, shrubs and 
grass which were ebvercd with white dast. 
—Át the end of aboët-t mites we reached 
the brink of what T atft iactined to (hink 
Antiquarians would call a s#ge extended 
crater, miles imcircumfereriee, with a mist 
aad condensed smoke from Goottöng Bro- 
mo, floating on the surface, dazzling to the 
eyd, and appearing, from the opinion of 
roany, like ar sea; from which it has conse- 
quaently got the appellation -of-the Sandy 
Sea.—l'rom this we could also see the Vol- 


cano in the center throwing out. clouds of 
of smoke with a tremendubdts hoise—on 
descending what may be called a perperm- 
dicalar hill, but with a path cut in a winde 
ing direction to allow people to walk down, 
we were regaled with a drink of the finest 
cold water ever imbibed ; which, with a 
dropof the pure stuff, rèfreshêd us in a 
great degree, especially those who were 
somewhat exhausted and out of breath=— 
after this, to our great joy and sûrprise;, our 
little catile were brought down, which 
having remounted, although the place ap- 
peared near at hând, we rode on until our 
guides informed us that the remainder of 
the way ought to be walked on foot, being 
rather unsate for horses, which, having left 
behind, we began to ascend over ridges of 
sand, until we arrived at the foot of the 
hill (Goonong Bromo itself) which I sup- 
pose to be about 200 yards in- height, en= 
tirely composed of sand—here we rested 
ourselves a little and looking up could 
distinctly discern stones thrown up amongst 
the volumes of smoke then bursting forth, 
but as this did not intimidate us, more 
espectally as none came our wiy, we began 
the last grand effort, striving who should 
be the first up (but the young lègs beat 
the old ones hollow) and atter a few rests 
where we were obliged to plant sticks in 
the ground to prevent vurselves from slip- 
ing down {for at least the ascent must be 
75 degrees) we reached the top, where in 
amazement we looked into a bottomless 
pit, the grandeur of which cannot be ima- 
gined by any discription—volumes of 
sinokesasliug about in all directions and 
stones flying to and frodike-the leaves of old 
trces in an autumnal whirkwind——red hot 
ashes rolling down the sides like Lava, from 
underneath the excavated rocks which were 
pereeptible some way down, must have 
been produced the combustable matter 
for this immense cauldron, which Ì ima- 
gine to be in circumference about a mile. 
—Ás it is only in the dry season that this 
Volcano is in any state of action it is fair 
to believe that during the rainy season a 
suthcient quantity of sulphury matter is 
washed under ground: from, the adjacent 
hills into the grand vortex for future oc- 
casions— After gralitying ourselves with 
what was to be seen of this grand wonder 
of nature, we were about to Ae when a 
burst more tremendous than any of the 
former forced us to decamp quicker than 
was intended ; every one in a momdnt was 
on his bottom (the only mode of desgend- 
ing) and scuded away like a ship hefore a 
fresh gale, except two of the more steady, 
who in former days had had their systems 
‚purified by the same species of mat- 
ter at that moment inhaled from this 
infernal cavity, and prevented their re- 
covering so soon as did the English in 
company, whose gross habits prevented 
them from enjoying the sense of the best 
“gift of nature-—but at three miles distance 
had actmitted of its inftgence—it however 
proved we were în tle safest place, as a 
great number of stones were thrown out, 
in all directions, and oneofa pretty large 
dimension, F suppose 100.bs weight, whize 
zel over our heads, and lighted a few 
Yards to tie right of those who were 
sculing down the Hill. — We all got safe 
away, and (he only remaining part of the 
Journey is, that to us before unknown, we 
got up the first Hill (we had descended 
to get into (he Sandy Sea) by laying bold 
of our. horses tails, noble generous ani- 
mals, to ässist men insuch distress.—0On 
attaining the top we saw the Hill in all 
its fury, clouds upon clouds of sinoke em- 
bracing every side-—we were at too great 
a distance to discern whether any stones 
were (hrown out—=the place we had stood 


plainly, from the furrows formed in getting 
who would atteinpt again to revisit the

all his Generals. Lauriston had assured him 
that, to his certain knowledge, the Russian 
Ministry would negociate, and Buonaparte 
was induced to stop there on the strengtif of. 
that assurance.

BUONAPARTE'S OVERTURES to the 
_ RUSSLANS. 

Lauriston was received by Prince Kutou. 
Soff in the midst of all his Generals. He 
opened the conference by saying, that he had 
been sent tu demand an trmistice, and to beg 
the Prince to transmit to his Majcsty a 
letter from Buonaparte, which would contain . 
proposals for peace, in order to cause the 
Cessation of that Horrible effusion of blood,

and barbarity.

It 
was true, that the war could not be eternal; 
but peace could never be talked of till the 
French were beyond the Vistula. ‘That Rus. 
sia had not provoked the war; for the Eme 
peror, by falling with all his forces on the 
fnagazines and troops in Poland, might have 
annihitated all the preparations of Buonaparte 
on the other side of the Vistula, before he was 
in readiness to commence it ; but his Majesty 
wished neither to disturb the existing trane 
quillity, nor to be the aggressor, and to tire 
last hoped to preserve peace: that Buonaparte. 
had entered Russia even without a declaration 
of war, and devastated a great part of the 
empire: that he had nothing to do but to get 
out of Moscow how he could, since he cama 
thithér without being iavited; while, on our 
side, it became our duty to do him as much 
mischief as possible; that when he proclaime 
ed the campaign terminated at Moscow, the 
Russians viewed it as only commencing ; if he 
did not know this already, he should soon be 
taught by experience. 

Lauriston.—* Since, then, therc is no hope 
of peace, it will doubtless be necessary tp 
march ; but in departiug, it will be again ne. 
cessary to shed the blood of men wh» are al. 
ways brave, since your 4rmies are marching 
on all sides. 

‘<Tagain repeat to you,” replied the Prince, 
‘£ you of course will adopt such measures as 
yöu can, in order to get off,—and we, to 
prevent you. Far the rest, the time wilt 
come, perhaps, when we may arrange matterg 
for your departare, should that be the only 
subject of discussion.” 

Lauriston still uttered complaints with re. 
gard to the bitterness and fury which had boen 
excited in the people, in order to banish all 
hope of accommodation, by attributing to the 
French, the conflagration and ruin of Mos. 
cow, while the inhabitants themselves were 
the autbors of that calamity. 

The Prince replied, that it was the first 
time he had ever heärd of complaints being 
made against the enthusiasm, and devotion ta 
their country, of a whole people who defend. 
ed their homes against an euemy by whom 
they were attacked, and who, by so doing, 
had excited that animosity and fury now com. 
plained of, but which, on the coutracy, 
could aot be too highly appreciated and exa 
tolled. < With regard to the burning of 
Moscow,” said the Prince * [ am too old, 
ml have had too much experience in war and 
possessed too much of the econfilence of the 
Russian people, not to be daily and hourly 
informed of what was passing in Moscow. 
the destruction of some man 
gazines, but from the arrival of the French 
at Moscow, the Russians destroyed nothing 
but the stares of the cartwrights, when you 
adopted the resolution of seizing them, by 
distributing the carriageB at your pleasures 
the inhabitants caused very few conflagrations.

they were soon convinced that they had in 
reality discovered a warrior of the Danube. 
Baron Wintzengerode rose up, exhibited his 
orders to view, and exclaimed, ‘Iam a 
Russian General!” The Cossack vanished 
in an instant3 but soon after, twelve of his 
companions appeared, fell upon the guards, 
disarmed them, took the captives from the 
carriages, placed them on Cossack horses, 
and gallopped off with them to the Russian 
head.quarters, : s 

We learnt from Admiral Tchichagoff’s

ty to all around him, he was surc every one 
who beard him had seen so many instances, 
that they must alt be penetrated with a sense 
of the gratitude which was due to him, by the 
‘high honour which he did to the fraternityt 
by the splendour which he shed on the craft 
by being sa conspicuous an example would 
not be lost on them, now that they were for 
a time tp lose its presence, He concluded 
with proposing the Kealth of the Earl of 
Moira, the Friend of hîs Prince, of his Coun. 
try, and of Man, with three times three, 
which was answered with enthusiasm. 

The Earl of Moira rose under the evident 
impression of a Fullness of heärt wiiich choaks 
utterinde.

The pes 
culiarities of the Chinese, and the delicacy 
attendant upon any intercourse with them, 
must be too well known, as matter of his- 
tory, to every Member of this Honourable 
House, to require any statement of it in 
this Petition ; it will be sufficient to in= 
foem this Honourable House, that it is but 
a little more than one hundred, years since 
any trade whatever has been carried on 
between this country and China, and that, 
at this time, about forty-six thousand tons 
of shipping are employed by your Peti- 
tioners therein, and that your Petitioners 
entertain in China, for the purposes of that 
trade, a regular establishment of servants, 
called supra-cargoes, and others of inferi- 
or ranks, whose business it is to keep up a 
connection with the few merchants, or 
more properly; mercantile officers, of the 
Chinese government, who àre deputed to 
manage, on the part ot the Chinese, all 
the commercial transacttons between Grcat 
Britain and China. By this means, the 
trade has been cherished and preserved 
through, and notwithstanding, many perils 
arising from circumstances apparently tri= 
viat; emd the fatal consequeners of which 
could only have been averted by the most 
delicate conduct, and by the whole com- 
mercial concerns of the British nation 
being confided to one uaited authority. 
Your Petitioners feel it incumbent upon 
them to submit to this Honourable House 
an abstract of their financial operations 
since the arrangement contained in the 
above-mentioned act of the thirty-third 
year of the reign of His present, Majesty 
was made. At that time the capital stock 
bf your Petitioners amounted to the sun 
of ££5,000,000 : since that period, in pur-

on their bond debt in England, and be.

according to the directions of the said act 
of parliament passed in tbe thirtyethird 
year of the reign of His present Majesty. 

That in 1793 the bond debt in England 
of your Petitioners amounted to the sum 
of “£3,200,000, or thercabouts: since 
which, by an act of parliament passed in 
the year 1797*, they have been empower- 
ed to raise money, by increasing their 
capital stock by the amountof £2,002,000 ; 
but your Petitioners have not avatled

That the annual interest upon the pre- 
sent amount of the Indian debt now 
amounts to the sum of s£1,600,000, or 
thereabouts : and as, by the terms of the 
loans.on which such money was raised, 
the creditors are entitled to receive their 
interest by payment of money in India, 
or by bilis ot exchange to be drawn and 
made payable in London, at rates tavour- 
able to the holders, and judeing from the 
amount drawn within the last half year, 
your Petitioners estimate that the annual 
sum of &£1,500,000, or thereabouts, will 
be necessary to be provided annually in 
London, for the payinent of such interest : 
besides which, although the several sums 
of moitey payable in respect of the reduc- 
ed and consolidated annuities (on which 
the said sum of <£2,50),000 was raised by 
virtue of the said act of the last session of” 
Parliament), for interest and sinking fuud 
attendant thereon, amounting altogether to 
to the arinual sum of £242,820, are exe 
pressly charged upon tbe revenues of the 
territorial acquisitions in the East-Índies, 
yet your Petitioners are bouud by tie said 
act, at all events, to pay. such sums of mov 
ney into the Bank of England, in manner 
in the said act mentioned; and your Petis 
tioners willalso be obliged to provide in 
London the interest and other charges 
which may be attendant upon any further 
loan which may be necessary, in couse- 
quenceofthesaid furthersum of #£2,203,000;

political charges (including payments te be 
made to the creditors of the late Nabobs 
of the Carnatic) consequential upon the

best estimates which can be made, there 
appears but little reason to expect (with- 
out a considerable reduction of the milita-

very large expene=s, which, they submit, 
they are entitbo:t to U reimbursed by the 
Publie: and vont ttitioners compute, 
that after allowing such sum as your Petie 
tioners are \indebted to the Public for the 
loan of exchequer biils, to the amount of 
<£1,500,000, as hereinbefore mentioned, 
pursuant to an act for that purpose passed 
in the last- session of Parliament,* and 
after allowing such sumsas your Petitiene

Your Petitioners have now exhibited, 
they hope with candour, the real situation 
of their affairs, and of the British trade 
and relations with the East-Indies and 
China. Your Petitioners do not presume 
to offer an opinion, whether any other are 
rangements, than those which have taken 
place, would have led to results equally, 
or more advantageous, than have arisen to 
their country, but they apprehend it to be 
quite undentable, that the privileges en- 
trusted to your Petitioners have produced 
a large quantity of positive benefit to the 
British empire; and they submit, that 
any material change in the Indian system 
would be matter of experiment, for which 
there can be no sutlicient data from which: 
its success can be calculated. 

Your Petitioners feet itto be their du= 
ty to express to this sZonourable House 
their sincere opiniou, that the public 
interest cannot be better consulted, than 
by continuing your Petitioners as the 
sole organs and channel, both for the 
trade with and the government of Eudia, 
upon the principles established by the 
act ofthe thirty-third year of His Mae 
jesty's reign, withsuch variations, as to 
the fic-x:icial appropriations, and in some 
other poiuts of detail, as present circume 
stances require ànd experience has pointed 
out. Your Petitioners ask not for an 
exclusive trade upan the narrow princie 
ples of monopoly, for the mere purpese 
of commercial gain; they have under 
their care interests of a much more extend. 
ed and liberal nature, which it is their 
duty to attend ta. Your Petitioners are 
ready to become parties to any arrange 
ment; which shali be consistent with the 
rights of your Petitioners and the security 
of British India, and which wilt not 
deprive your Petitioners of the means of 
fuifilling their pecuniary engagements 
with the Publie and individuals, or the 
performance of the fanctions which may 
be continued or allotted to them. They 
hope they will not be deemed presump- 
tuous, in buwbly submitting their opinions 
considered and reconsidered, that the 
opening the trade with China, in any 
degree, would endanger its existence altoe 
gether; and your Petitioners have, at no 
time, contemplated any afteratioit even in 
(he export trade to the Kast-Indies, withe 
out considerable doubt and hesitation s 
but your Petitioners are firmly of opinion, 
that the unrestrained l.berty of importation 
trom that country, otherwise than through 
the melium of the establishment of your 
Petitioners in London, would proluce efe 
fects, wh.ch every wellewisher to his coun«e 
try must deprecate, and which woult put 
to extreme hazard any pledge, on the part 
of your Petitioners, tor the good govern- 
ment of India or the performance of theie 
obligations. Your Petitioners submit 
that they would not he justified in become 
ing parties to any system, which, on cone 
sideration, should appear to them Jikely 
to prove an illusion. 

As your Petitioners do not venture to 
anticipate what may be the determination 
of this Honourable’ House upon the quese 
tion hereby submitted to iis decision, your 
Petitioners hope, tat they will be excused. 
for humbly stating what, in the event of 
the dissolution of the present system, they 
conceive would be fouud to be the rights 
of your Petitioners, as well as their fait 
pretensivns upon the justice and tiberality 
of Parliament.
